Cok.st.vStini)pli-, March oO. — The 
Greeks, it is believed, greatly undereati- 
inate the streugth of the Turkish forces 
in .Macedonia and ]Cpiru9- Kdin I'asiia, 
tlie Turkish comiiinnder in chief, now 
lias at Ms disposal about 150,000 fighting 
men and 300 Krupp guns. He also has 
an ample supply of ammunition, 
a fair commissary and bis medi- 
cal stafl' and hospital corps are 
in a satisfactory condition. All the 
strategic points on the frontier are 
occupied and defended by newly tbrown 
up earthworks and other dnfenses and 
are 'supplied with powerful batteries of 
artillery. To attack this line of defence 
it is underslooil the Greeks cannot mus- 
ter more than G0,000 men, mostly irregu- 
lars, although some estiiuatea here have 
it that the Greeks mav be able to 
muster 100,000 men in all, counting 
the hastily armed peasantry and raw 
recruka and rough reserves which 
they have been imsiiing toward the 
frontier for a month past. Thia force is 
known to be weak in cavalry and es- 
pecially so in artillery, and in arms the 
Turks are .overwhelmingly atrone. The 
Greeks are showing a warlike spirit and 
a degree of euthuaiasm rarely aeen. 
Thus it is that the Turkish oHicials are 
calmly awaitini; the outbreak of war, if 
war is to come, confident that every step 
has been taken to meet the emergencyi 

As to the Cretan situation proper, it 
is understood that the admirals in com- 
mand of foreign fleets in .Cretan waters 
are of the opinion that now Greece has 
virtually completed her war prepara- 
tions on the frontier of Theasulia, a 
blockade of the principal (Jreek ports 
woiiUl be useless, thus bearing out 
the forecasts previously made ii 
tbe.se ilespatchea that the ri^fiisa 
01 (ireat Britain to take an active 
part in blockade of Greece might lead to 
to the collapse of that scheme to prevent 
an outbreak of hostilities. Under tliese 
circumstances all the efTorts of the am- 
bassadors of the powers here are now 
being directed toward .prevailing upon 
the>.,,Tii!^iBh. govssrnpaentjto advise the 
Sultan towitndraw thie Turkish troops 
from Crete another stop to 

Greece and as another attempt to pre- 
vent war, and in addition the ambaesa- 
dors are endeavoring to prevail upon 
Greece and Turkey to agree to the estab- 
lishment of a neutral zone between the 
opiioaing Turks and the Greeks on the 
frontier. 

Canua, March 30. — The Greeks to-day 
.■Vttacked fort Iz/.den, which dominates 
iSuda bay. The foreign ironclads bom- 
barded the attacking forcea in supportof 
the Turkisli garrison, which hud twelve 
cannon and one mitraillense. Finally 
detachments of foreign troops occupied 
the fortress. 

There was sharp fighting to-day at 
Spinalonga. The Cretans succeeded in 
dislodging the Turks and seized a vessel 
which was landing ammunition for 
thetn. Fighting continues at Heraclion 
and lietiiuo, Several sliota have been 
(ired at the foreign occupying forces at 
raksurania. The I'rencli commander 
has obtained reinforcements to replace 
tlie Turkish outposts, which are eaid to 
be absolutely unreliable. 

RIVERA A PRISONER. 

S.^aniards Capture Him 
Battle.

Havana, March 29. — Gen. Hernandez 
Velasco left San Cristobal under secret 
ortlera at noon last Saturday with the 
(;;astilla Reina battalion and two held 
pieces and pitched hie camp amid the 
lirujito hills. The insurgents attacked 
the regulars from the very outset of the 
advance. Yesterday the Spanish column 
luarclied on I'erico I'oso, where General 
Uiiis liivera awaited iheiu in a strongly 
eiitrenclied [joailion. 

Rivera opened lire iininedialely on 
seeinu' the head of the column. Lieut. 
Rio advanced with the extreme van- 
guard, Majur .Sanchez Hernal leailing 
another division under the protection of 
a battery, wfiich shelled the trenches 
lield by Rivera, who was already 
wounded in the thigh. One company of 
the Reina cavalry galloped forward, 
capturing the trenches and. seizing as 
prisoners five men, who lay severely 
mutilated by the shells. 

Col. Bacallao, on learning that Rivera 
had been wounded, hurried tothe trenches 
ami begged the soldiers to kill him. lli- 
vera and Col. iiacallao were taken into 
tlie presence of Gen. Velasco, who shook 
hands with Rivera and introduced him 
to the ollicera of his stair, giving instruc- 
tions that the first thing to be done was 
togivehini surgical attention. Lieut. 
Terry and Col. Bacallao were also 
wounded in a fight at the same place on 
the K)th. 

Capt. Gen. Weyler received the news of 
Rivera's capture at Cienfuegos, wherethe 
intelligence was loudly cheered. The 
captain general is reported as "satisfied" 
with the result, aud has received cable- 
grams of Congratulations from the Span- 
ish rainister of war and the Spanish pre- 
mier, who congratulated him in the 
name of the Queen of Spain. Velasco 
will be honored with a title. 

Liout. Henry Terry died from his 
wounds. lie was a naturalized Ameri- 
can.

Mississippi Bursts Its Bonds and Swamps 
Whole Districts. 

Jackson, Miss., March SO.-'Telegrams 
to the Associated Press from Greenville, 
Mississippi, say : "At three o'clock this 
morning another crevasse occurred 
about 1.5 miles north of here. Thia, 
with the crevasse at Lake Lee, three 
miles below Greenville, will deluge 
the . entire great Mississippi delta. 

.Cattle are drowning in great numbers 
and people are fleeing to therailway em- 
banknientB for safety. It is impossible 
to estimate the amount of property 
which will be destroyed by water, and 
Bufleriug throughout this region will be 
intense. Ciroenville, lioaedale, Stone- 
ville, Areola, and in fact all the Delta 
towns south of Rosedale to Vicksburg, 
will bo under water soon. The Green- 
ville leveea are still holding but are get- 
ting mushy. Tlioiisands of men line the 
embankments nortli and south of Green- 
ville, and are working like demons. Bns- 
ines.s ia suspended, and the people are 
lighting for their lives.

— A relief boat lor 
the wrecked passengers of the steamer 
AVillapi will leave here to-morrow for 
Bella Bella, and will transfer thein to 
theiroriginaldestination, Juneau or Dyea. 
The steamer S&ured is the Edith, owned 
by the Puget Sound and Alaska Steam - 
St ip Company,' and charterijd by M. VV. 
1/azier and others in Victoria for use in 
the fishing industry. She has been 
making voyages to Southeastern Alaska 
for halibut. The Edith will take from 
her the surplus of freight left by the 
Willajm of her last voyage to the North, 
and at Bella Bella will take aboard what 
freight was saved from the wreck as 
well as the pasBengors- 

THE SMELTER SCHEME. 

Advantages Offered by Victoria for Econ* 
omic Treatment of Ores. 

W. H. Remington, of Salt Lake City, 
who is one of the parties interested in 
the smelter proposition which is now 
before the citizens ol Victoria, is staying 
at the Driard. In conversation last even- 
ing IMr. Kemington stated that although 
the first outlay on a complete smelter 
plant would represent something in the 
neighborhood of $400,000 still that was 
by no means the total outlay represent- 
ed as in all cases it was found necessary 
to add to a plant year by year, Then, 
too, the number 01 hands which would 
find employment in connection with 
the works could jiot be stated 
with anything like precision as 
in addition to the two or three 
hundred directly employed there would 
be the charcoal burners and colte roasters 
as well as others which would bring the 
total directly and indirectly employed 
cloee on to five or six hundred hands. 
This would be the case in a plant capable 
of handling 400 tons a day. With re- 
spect to the advantages which Victori.a 
could offer, there was the fact that coal 
and coke, the latter which costs 
in Nevada $30, could be had at a mere 
fraction of what they coat in Kootenay. 
Then the necessary fluxes could be ob- 
tained in this neighborhood, which 
would actually pay a i)ro/it to use, in- 
Btead of having to pay out money for 
them, as would be the case of a smelter 
located in Kootenay. Coke, it may be 
stated, costs about $11 per ton in Koote- 
nay, while the English article, the very 
beat obtainable, can be laid down for a 
little over $7, aud the Union coke for 
very much less. This difference alone 
ought to bring all the Kootenay ores to 
any smelter located on the coastof British 
Columbia. All the smelters, both on the 
Sound and in Kootenay, had all the work 
they could handle even with the mines 
at their present state of development, 
anil with ihe lelaiui mines on a sliipjjing 
basis there was the very best guarantee 
of conatant work for a local estal-dish- 
luent. The fact ol Victoria being situa- 
teil on an island would not cut a ligure 
in the matter of freight rates on ores 
from Kootenay, as the railways were 
ready 111 guarantee a toll which would 
practio.illy make no dilferenco on that 
score. -Mr. Kemington, who is accom- 
)iaiiied by bis sinter, has been through 
the Kootenay uountry and ia thoroughly 
familiar witli ilie mining businees, as 
well as that of smelting ores, having 
befen interested very largely in smeltinc 
concerns in Nevada and Utah. Of late 
years he hps devoted most of his time to 
the development of mining properties, 
and proposes to look over the field here 
with a similar object in view.

THE QUESTION OF 

. DISALLOWANCE. 

The Times bega the entire question of 
disallowance. The Coloxiht raised no 
point as to the power of the Governor 
General to diaiUlow the British Colum- 
bia Southern Act. We have admitted 
that over and over again. What we dis- 
cuBsed yesterday was the right of parlia- 
ment to instruct the Governor General 
to disallow an act of the Provincial legis- 
lature. "What the Times declared calcu- 
lated to "simplify the question " was 
Mr. Mulnnea' motion lor an instruction 
from parliament to the Governor Gen- 
eral. Where stands the Times on that ? 



The Times, asks four questions which 
may really be considered as two, name- 
ly: "la the act one that may be properly 
diaallowcd? " and " Doea public opiuion 
demand the diaallowanceV " We think 
the tirst queation ought to be answered 
i n the negative. The rules governin 
diaallowance were laid down in a report 
by Sir John A. Macdonald in 1868. After 
saying that " the local legislatures 
should he interfered with as little 
;i3 possible,'' he said that the 
power of diaallowance should only 
lie exercised where "the law and the 
u'L'iieral interests of the Dominion im- 
jieratively demand it," and be instanced 
iour classes of cases. Two of them turn 
on the queation of constitutionality ; the 
ihird apjilies to those where the legisla- 
turea and parliament have concurrent 
jurisdiction ; the fourth is where the act 
affects the interests of the Dominion 
generally. The B. O. Southern sub- 
sidy cannot possibly come under either 
of these definitions; but even if it could 
the demand is not for the disallowance 
of the subsidy which would stand, even if 
the act of last aersion were nullified, but 
for the disallowance of the act extending 
the tiuie within which the company may 
hscome entitled to the aul)aidy. 

U'e. think that public opinion doea not 
demand the disallowance of the Act. If 
it d)d the provincial legislature is the 
proper place for public opinion to make 
itself heard, and it has not made itsel) 
liear.l there. Mr. Helmcken had on the 
order paper for some time a notice of a 
bill to declare the B. C. Southern subsidy 
forfeited ; but not a petition was pre- 
sented in favor of it and not a single 
newspaper expressed approval of it. 

The following from the Vancouver 
World breathes the true spirit and we 
hope will find expression in the legis- 
lature: 

We have always favored the perfect 
sovereignty and unstinted autonomy of 
each province insofar as theconstitntion 
designated the status of each. Once let 
the Dominion cross the lines guaranteed 
to the several provinces constituting the 
confederacy and there will he no end of 
I rouble. Heretofore the Liberals have 
been i)ronuunc(,'d ui)liulileia of thesu <loc- 
ti ines, and we feel assured that at this 
|j.irticuhir period they will not abrogate 
lliu prineijjles . of almost a lilctime. 
iS'iould. however, such a departure be 
made, the cry will become a universal 
one throughout this Province that the 
Dominion must keep its hands oil' Brit- 
ish Columbia.

producer of farm produce, because in his 
case the margin of profit is small and 
the conditions 'affecting it are more 
diverse and less under the control of 
the producer. As a general proposition 
the sale of the produce of the soil in its 
natural condition; is less profitable than 
its sale in a inanufactuied condition- 
using the word manufactured in a broad 
sense. Thus it may pay a farmer to 
raise hay and turnips and sell them ; 
under good management it would un- 
doubtedly pay him better to convert his 
hay and turnips into beef and sell that. 
A gentleman called at the Colonist 
office the other day and in the course of 
conversation said that the farmers of the 
lower FrasiSr needed a railway to the 
interior so aa to sell their hay in ICoote- 
nay. A little later another caller spoke 
of the scarcity of beef cattle and said 
that in the next few weeks the people 
of Victoria would be fed on stall fed beef 
from Winnipeg. That the lower' Fraser 
can raise hay and roots equal to Mani- 
toba and stall feed cattle cheaper will, 
we think, he conceded. The mild Coast 
winters are favorable to stall feeding 
cattle. In every climate a certain pro- 
portion of the food goes to keep up the 
animal heat, but less is needed in our 
climate than in that of the interior. 
Our grasses are iiuite as nutritious 
as those of tlie prairie, and we 
think thut the acreage per head 
of live stock is leas, cither tor hay or 
pasture, here on the Coast thiui any- 
where else in Canada, except jjerhapa in 
the marshes at the head of the Bay of 
Fundy. The yield of roots per acre here 
ia as great as anywhere, and greater than 
in most places. ^\'e venture, therefore, 
to suggest to the i)eople of the Lower 
Fraser that if they would grow turnips 
and use their hay and the roots to fatten 
cattle it would profit them better than 
to have a railway built to give them an 
outlet for their haj', for they would not 
only he able to supply the present mar- 
ket with the beef which it •so much 
needs, but in the event of a railway be- 
ing built into Kootenay, would have 
their produce in a form in which it is 
readily marketable, and would have the 
profit on the raw material and on the 
" manufactured" article as well. This is 
one of the lines in which the farmers of 
one jjoriion of the Province might find a 
means of greatly improving their posi- 
tion, and we submit that the considera- 
tion of such matters would really be 
more to tlieir advantage than elTorts to 
relieve themselves of a few dollars of an 
inequitable tax, or to reduce the interest 
on their loans a few dollars a year.

THE RELIEF OF AGRICULTCRE. 

The demand for cheaper money, for 
the change in the incidence of taxation 
and so on, which we hear so much about 
nowadays, are like the aymptona of a 
diaease. They show that there is some- 
thing wrong in that portion of the com- 
munity from which that demand emau- 
ates, and it is right and timely to make 
some inquiry as to what the real trouble 
is. We are not going to claim that this 
demand ought not to receive considera- 
tion, any more than wo would claim that 
nothing should be done to alleviate the 
fever of a typhoid patient ; hut what we 
do say is that the remedy for the evils 
which agriculture suffers from in this 
Province is not to bo found in legislation. 
It roeta with the farmers tbemselres. It 
depends upon individual effort and co- 
operative effort. Tho Ivto siiculd go 
hand in hand. 

I'arming ia a business, not a mere 
ni.ikcahift for Boiiiethiiig else, not a mere 
hist resort for those who aro unfit for 
anything else, and when the bueineas 
nature of this avocapion is better appre- 
ciated farmers w ill be more prosperous. 
The secret of sui-cess in other lines dt- 
j.iends upon coat of jjroduction, cost of 
marketing, and 'he selling price. Thia 
is true of locomotive tngines, One laces 
ami jiotatoes. It is as true of

THIBET. 

A report comes from China to the 
efi'ect that the Pekin government pro- 
poses to annex Thibet in order to check- 
mate the designs of the British govern- 
ment, which is alleged to entertain ■ the 
idea of bringing this little known coun- 
try under the control of the Indian gov- 
ernment. Thibet is separated from 
Hindustan by the Himalayas and from 
China proper by the Ynn-ting moun- 
tains. These two ranges inclose the 
kingdom on three sides, the northern 
boundary being a mountain range, 
whicli separates it from the Desert of 
Gobi. British India thus hounds it on 
the south and west, projecting a broad 
and somewhat mountainoas belt between 
it and Afghanistan. Cashmerei which 
ia British territory, is coterminous with 
riiibet, and affords the best means of 
access. Kussiu has not yet extended her 
frontier within five hundred miles of the 
Thibetan table laud, and ttie interven- 
ing country is very dithcult of access. If 
it came to a dash for the control of 
Thibet, Great Britain would stand in 
much the best possible chance of all the

THE ANNEXATION OF YUKON, 

Mr. Kellie has done well in bringing 
before tlie house the ciucstion of adding 
the Yukon territory to lirilish Colum- 
bia. It is very true tliat- tliis Province 
is already quite large enough; but it is 
clear that something must be done with 
Yukon, and that vast area is directly 
appurtenant to British Columbia. Min- 
ers are going to the Yukon valley by 
hundreds, and if the promise of the pre- 
sent is fulfilled the near future will see 
thonsands of people in the great placer 
regions, it is hardly possible to estab- 
lish any regular government there. Yu- 
kon cannot send delegates to the Terri- 
torial Council, and it would be absurd to 
attempt to administer its affairs from 
Regina. It would be still more absurd 
to attempt to do so from l^lltawa with 
the help of the Mounted Police. Large 
property rights will be created in the 
Y'likon, and the proper place to deal 
with these is in the courts of this Prov- 
ince, which, when the Dominion govern- 
ment has put a customs house officer on 
the frontier, will be the headquarters of 
the trade of the mining region. For the 
proper adnnnistratioii of criminal law it 
ia highly important that the courtsof this 
Province should have jurisdiction over 
the territory, and the policing of it could 
be very satisfactorily done from Vic- 
toria. There would bo many advantages 
to all concerned if the Yukon were an- 
nexed to this Province, and thi^ only ob- 
jection which augge.stB itself to us ia that 
the houndtiries of tlie Province would be 
greatly e.xtendiMi and additionui work lie 
cast upon the provincial departments. 
The expense of such work, which will 
have to be done in any event, and can 
probably be kept at a lower figure if the 
territory is annexed to British Columbia 
than if a new territorial government ia 
organized, would, of coiirae, be met by a 
grant from the federal treasury. 

We suggest that the boundary of the 
proposed addition to the Province might 
be defined by extending its present 
eastern hotindary along the 120th mey - 
dian to its intersection witli the Macken- 
zie river, and thence following tho Mac- 
kenzie to the Arctic ocean. This would 
include approximately 160,000 square 
miles ot territory. Much of it would, 
from present indications, be of no great 
value, although .rfiporta are vary con- 
flicting as to the exiatence of the pre- 
cious metals in the country between the 
Yukon and the Mackenzie. A great 
chain of lakes is alleged to lie west 
ot tho Mackenzie, but none of the maps 
as yet show them. A number of moun- 
tain ranges are arhitarily drawn where 
those lake are alleged to be. We have 
very recently heard of a exploratory 
tour undertaken in the section of the 
N'ukon now under consideration by two 
courageous prospectors, only one of 
whom returned, the other having 
l)eri8hed. The report brought out by 
(he survivor was very favorable, and he 
was said to he organizing for another 
trip. Just how much truth there is in 



is or is not already a dependency of Chi- 
na. Its area is about 750,000 square miles, 
its population a little above a million, 
hut the latter is only a vague estimate. 
Us people are very far from being war- 
like, being in this respect radically dif- 
ferent from the mountaineers to the 
west. If there is anything at all in the 
claim that Great Britain intends to oc- 
cupy it, this intention is undoubtedly 
due to a belief that it is necessary to 
head oil' Russia. Hitherto the open 
(juestion of the frontier of Russian Tur- 
kestan — tho Pamir question, as it has 
been called — has been between the] 
Czar's govcrntnent on the one aide and j 
Cireat Britain and China on the other. I 
So far aa tins relates to India, thbb*)un- ] 
dary in the Pamirs has been defined, j 
but there is a wide space between Rus- 
sian and Chinese Turkestan where there j 
has been no delimitation. Owing to the [ 
recent rapprochement of Russia and 
China there may be danger that the lat- ' 
ter powtu- tnay consent that the terri- i 
tory of the former shall be extended to 
the Thibetan frontier. If there is dan- 
ger of this it would become the bounden 
duty of Great Britain to get first in the | 
field. I

Cameron Lake Mines Arc Beginning 
to Gome Into Prominence 
at Last. 



Mr. H. Cuthbert, of the British-Cana- 
dian Gold Fields Company, returned on 

Monday evening from a si.'c weeks visit 
to the Slocan and Trail Creek country, 
and even now, he says, wliile the anov,' 
still lies to a depth of five feet on the 
ground, all the boats and trains running 
into the districts are crowded with pas- 
sengers. " Doctors, lawyers, mechanics, 
miners, clergymen, speculators, loafers 
and commercial travellers, in fact all 
sorts and conditions of men are flocking 
in,'-" said INIr, Cuthbert. " It is simply 
impossible to estimate the progress that 
this section is bound to make during the 
present year. .\s the snow goes 
away," continued Mr. Cuthbert, " the 
rush is bound to be greater still, and 
while there can be no doubt as to the 
wealth of the country, and like- 
wise as to its great extent still, 
I am afraid that the grfat inliu.x 
of population will not be altogether ad- 
vantageous. It seems to me that until 
the country has been properly devel- 
oped there are by far too many mechan- 
ics in the country. There are two claaseB 
of people wanted there— the capitalist 
and the miner. In many mines 40 per 
cent of the men employed in the actual 
work of mining are not what you would 
call first-class miners. They may know 
how to handle a hammer or a drill, but 
they are not the practical men 'that a 
foreman likes to have under him. The 
man with a cool head aud a little money 
— say from $2,000 upwards — can find all 
he needs in that country. The oppor- 
tunities are very great for the employ- 
ment of ready cash ; but unless a 
man has that comnaodity I would 
certainly not advise him to go to Koot- 
enay." ' "What is your opinion of Koss- 
land?" was asked Mr, Cuthbert. "Well, 
I believe Itossland has a great future, 
the town may and probably will suffer 
somewhat from the overcrowding caused 
by the rnsh there ot people without adb- 
qiiato means. Any mining town where 
you can stand on the main street and 
count a liundred working mines at any 
time must have a future. The ores are 
low grade mainly, taut should the cheap 
method of treating them prove aa suc- 
cessful as it is claimed to be, 
with the enormous (inantitiea in 
sight, Kosslaud will be a wonder. 
I do not 'oelieve simply because the 
.Slocan is a jioor man's country and con- 
aeijuently in high favor just now, that 
the days of Poaelaiid arc over by any 
means. They are two distinct camps, 
each enormously rich, and I venture to 
predict that more ore can be shipped be- 
fore 1898 within a radius of six miles 
from RoBsland than from any other 
mining Gamp of the same age in the 
west. Does the price of the stocks repre- 
sent the actual condition of the proper- 
ties comjiared with what they were six 
months ago'.' I don't tliink so. From 
what 1 can gather most of the properties 
are looking better than they were al- 
though stocks are weaker. The real 
cause for the latter state of aU'airs can be 
found in the multiplicity oi companies 
before the ptiblie. 

" Kosslaml seems the objective point 
for new comers aa it is best known and 
from there the people spread allover the 
province principally through tlm Slocan 
district. That district is no doubt one of 
the greatest mining districts in the 
world. The mountains on both sides of 
Kootenay lake, on Slo'can lake and 
on Springer and Lemon creeks, are sim 
ply full of mineral. Townsites are 
springing up ami are givinn the country 
a more setl led imd ci\Mlizcd appeariince. 
Kaslo seems to be the favorite 
townsile in Kootenay and shows 
every evidence of becoming a great city. 
Nelson is j.erbaps more central at pre- 
sent for businesi, and will become more 
so when the railway from Slocan City 
to Slocan crossing is completed, lical 
estate anil poi)ulation in Xelaon is on 
the increiiP.e, the toriuer in value, the lat- 
ter in numbers, and Nelson's future: 
looks very bright. Slocan City is likely 
to be a very important centre, and I 
look for more activitjr tliis year around 
that little town than in any other in the 
Slocan.

Prayers by- Rev. W. D. Barber. 

!Mr. Hume preaented a petition from 
the corporation of Kaalo against certain 
eections of tlie Water Power and Privi- 
leges bill. Keceived and ordered to be 
printed. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return 
in reference to the rental of the govern- 
ment reserve at Pleasant valley, Cariboo 
district. Tlie return covered a letter 
from Mr. Bowron, gold commissioner, 
recommending that tlie land be leased 
for a term of years and that tenders be 
asked for. An application was made 
hy Andrew Kelly to Mr. Bowrou,. and 
Mr. Gore replied saying there was no 
objection to letting this land by tender. 
Mr. S. A. Rogers also tendered, offering 
$40 per year for the reserve, and .the re- 
tarn closed with a letter from William 
Kelly olTering $20. 

Mr. Booth moved "that the vote of the 
house on the 2|Stb day of March instant, 
with reference to the reception of the 
petition of flenry Coppinger Beeton et 
ill, be reconsidered, and that the stand- 
ing orders be suspended so as to permit 
of the introduction of said petition." fie 
said that he moved this resolution with 
51 good deal of delicacy of feeling, that it 
was a serious thing to ask the assembly 
to rescind a vote of its own. There were 
special circumstances in this case, how- 
ever, which made him ask the house to 
reconsider their vote. 

The Premier said: "This is the mat 
ter that came up the other day and at 
tiiat time, as I aaid yesterday, 1 had no 
idea what the bill was. I also said that 
had I known what the bill was I should 
still have pursued the same course as I 
did on that occasion. Now I do not 
want to oppose this motion at all, sir. I 
think it is a matter that the hoase should 
decide on its merits. Of course I might 
raise possibly a question as to whether 
such a resolution is in order, but I will 
not do 80. I may simply say that 1 feel, 
as I said the other day, that having 
made a rule in regard to private bills we 
ought to stick to that rule. If the 
matter is very important as the hon. 
gentleman said it was, then it is for the 
house to consider whether they will de- 
part from what has been set down as a 
rule." The E'reinier went on to men- 
tion that there were many dillerences of 
opinion about tlijs proposed line, and 
'there was the ([iiestion whether those 
who were asking tor this bill knew any- 
thing hardly of tlie country through 
wiiichthey wished theii railway to pass. 
He was of opinion that those who came 
to the house for bills should have knowl- 
edge of what they were going to under- 
take. That, however, was another mat- 
ter; the house had now to decide 
whether they could change their rule. 

After some further debate a vote was 
taken, when 13 voted for the motion and 
13 against. The Speaker gave his cast- 
ing vote in favor of the motion. 

Hon, Col. Baker asked whether a mo- 
tion of the kind was in order. The 
house had already expressed its opinion 
on the matter of the petition, and he 
thought they would be breaking the 
rules of the house by allowing it to come 
forward again. 

Mr. Speaker said he gave his vote as 
an act of justice. The house had made 
the rules very elastic, and had allowed 
privileges to two Yukon companies. He 
thui^ht that these third parties should 
1 cceive ' the same consideration as the 
others. He was prepared to relax the 
rules in every way where the interests of 
the country were concerned. 

yir. Williams, wlio voted against the 
motion, remarked that he thought it was 
hardly the right way for the Speaker to 
put his ruling down "as an act of 
justice," as that might lead to the belief 
that those who voted against it had com- 
mitted an injustice. 

The Speaker — I have said eveiything 
I want to say on the subject. 

Mr. Booth then presented the petition 
which asked that the promotfers of a 
railway from the head of Lynn canal to' 
Fort Selkirk be allowed notwithstanding 
the lateness of the session to present a 
petition for a private bill, and that the 
standing orders be suspended to allow of 
this course. 

On a show of hands the house by a 
vote of 13 to 12 decided to receive the 
petition, and it was referred to the 
private bills committee on'avoteof 11 
to 11. 

Hon. Premier Turner reverted to an 
answer given by him the other day in 
reply t.o Mr. Huuu', who asked if the 
C. P. R. had made any contribution to- 
wards the Xelson Siiwers two years ago. 
He said he did not know if the hon f^en- 
tluman meant hia iiueation to refer to 
sewers only. Ashe read it the other day 
he thought tiiat was what .^Ir. Hume 
meant, but possibly he had referred to 
another matter. As a matter of fact, in 
1893 theC.P.K. contributed .i;-l,201.42 to 
surveying and laying out Nelson streets, 
Imt that had nothing to do with the sew- 
ers. 

Hon. n. M. I'^burts presented the re- 
turn askeil for yesterday by Mr. McGre- 
gijr, giving copies of a re-aolution pas.sed 
by the corporation of Xanaiino witli ri;- 
lerenee to tlio (juuBtion of the dismissal 
tif J. H. Simpson, police and stipendiary 
laagislrate, and other resolutions of the 
police commiaaioiiers. 

Hon. Mr. f'"herts suggested that in 
view of the length of the matter, anil the 
expense, it might not be desirable to 
print this return. Personally he bad do 
objection to the correspondence being 
printed. ' 

Mr. McGregor, in view of thf import- 
ance of the subject to Nanaimo, moved 
that the return he printed. 

Mr. Booth moved as an amendment 
that the matter be left to the printing 
^committee to decide whether it should 
be printed or not. 

Dr. Walkein said it was of paramount 
iniportanco to the people of Nanaimo 
that the return should be printed. 

A vote was taken and the amendment 
was lost by 10 to 1,'! and the house then 
agreed to the printing of therclurn, 

Hop. Mr. Eberia, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of the " act for consolidat- 
ing in one act certain provisions usually 
inserted in acts with respect to the con- 
stitution of companies incorporated for 
carrying on undertakings of a private 
nature," said : "I may say, Mr. Speak- 
er, that the provisions of this act are 
similar to those in the acts in England 
on the subject. The first of these acts 
pasfed in IS-lo and it was amended 1813;), 
in 1,S()1) and in 1889. These are the pro- 
visions which stand upon the ICnglish 
statute books to-day and govern the 
public companies which are operated in 
Jilntfland. It supplies most useful and 



j complete clauaes tor the internal gov- 
ernment' of companies. The bill is 
referriicl' ^to^*'in' the AVater- Claus- 
es Consolidation Act and it is 
contemplated and expected ^bat.^poiur 
panics which are incbrpofatSd f or Mri^r- 
ing on any of the bdsinesses^ mentioned 
therein will adopt the prpvlsions^of this 
act. I have much pleasureVsir, in moV- 
ing the second reading. 

The bill was read a second time. 

The report on the West Ivootonny 
Power & Light Co. bill was adopted, and 
the bill was read a third time. It was 
not passed, however, as Mr. Helmckon 
proposes to move that the order for 
third reading be discharged and the bill 
recommitted, for the purpose of insert- 
ing the following as a new section, viz. : 
"Lots 205, 205.V, 205\!, 20l>, and 20ii\, 
West Kootenay district, are hereby de- 
clared to be exempt from the operation 
of this act." 

The house then went into committee 
on the Vancouver and Lulu Island Kail- 
way bill, Mr. Kellie in the chair. 

Mr. Sword moved the following a? a 
new clause: "Thfi company shall, 
within six months from the passage of 
this act, deposit with the provincial 
government of British Columbia the 
sum of two thousand dollars, or a bond 
to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Gouncil for that amount, 
not as a penalty, but as li(iuidated and 
ascertained damages, due to Her Majes- 
ty in the right of the province of Brilisli 
Columbia, in case of default canditional 
that actual ^construction shall be com- 
menced and prosecuted on the line of 
railway hereby authorized within the 
time specified." 

The amendment was carried. All the 
clauses were then put througli and the 
committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments. 

The house then went into committee 
on the Cariboo Railway bill, Mr. Graham 
in the chair. A debate took place on the 
clause which allowed a delay of two years 
before the route to be taken by the rail- 
way should be approximately defined. 
The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress and asked leave to sit again. 

Mr. .Vdaina' Chinese Labor bill was 
then read a third time and passed. 

The house then went into commfttee 
on Mr. Graham's Game bill, Mr. Mac- 
pherson in the chair. Mr. Graham 
moved to amend the bill so that duck 
may he shot until Hist March in place of 
31st .January. The amendment was car- 
ried. 

Mr. Adams wanted to see robins fur- 
ther protected and moved that the part 
of sub-section 2 should be omitted which 
allowed these birds to bo destroyed in 
orchards and gardens between Junel 
and September 1. The amendment was 
lost; Mr. Graham next moved amcud- 
menta prohibiting the sale of the heads 
of mountain aheep for five years and lay- 
ing down that no sportsman can kill 
more than three mountain sheep in one 
season, instead of five as tormerly. These 
were adopted and the committee rose 
and reported the bill complete with 
amendments. 

The Casaiar Central Railway bill was 
read a third time and passed. 

On the report of the Lardeau Railway 
bill coming up Mr. Hume moved to 
amend section 5 by inserting after the 
words " by-laws " in the sixth line, the 
following words : "The directors to bo 
elected shall be three in number, of 
whom two shall form a Quorum for the 
transaction of business." The amend- 
ment was carried and the report adopt- 
ed. The bill was then r&d a third time 
and passed. 

The following bills were further con- 
sidered in committee and reported com- 
plete with amendments: Kaslo and 
Lardo-Duncan Railway bill, Mr. Hume ; 
Stickeen and Teslin Railway bill, Mr. 
Flelmcken; Vancouver-Nanaimo liail- 
way Transfer bill, Mr. Cotton. The East 
Kootenay liailway bill was reported 
complete without amendment. The re- 
port was adopted and the bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

Ttie following bills were road a second 
time.: 

An act to amend the Victoria, Van- 
couver and Westminster Railway Act, 
1894— Mr. Helmcken. 

An act to amend the Delta, Westmin- 
ster and Eastern Railway Com'pany's 
bill — Mr. Helmcken. 

The order for the third reading of the 
Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Kail- 
way and Navieation'Company's bill was' 
discharged and the bill was recommit- 
ted, with Mr. HufFin the chair, to allow 
of a few small amendments being intro- 
duced hy Mr. Booth. The last of these 
changed tlie second part of the scbed- 
ulo and defined the second section 
of the line as consisting of lliat porti(ui 
from Ciiilliwack to (irand Forks " anil 
the e(iuipment, maintenance and opera- 
tion of steamers or ferries from the coast 
terminus of section one to any or more 
pointH on Vancouver island." Section 
which provides that no Chinese may 
be (.;m ployed in the construction of the 
undertaking, was struck out in view of 
the passing of Mr. Adam's Allen Labor 
bill earlier in the day. The committee 
rose and reported the bill complete with 
amendments. 

The house adjourned at 5:10 p.m.

Eccentric Conduct of a M*u >'ow 
Committed iu Seattle for 
Insanity. 



He Was Ignite a Cliaracter in This 
Citj Some Time 
Back. 



The strange case of Ernest Henry AVil- 
lett, which is exciting legal and medical 
circles in Seattle, recalls to mind that 
Mr. "Willet is not an unknown charac- 
ter here. Ho lived in this city 
for some time previous to removing 
across the Sound. Hiia conduct here was 
not sufficient to justify the ttutboritiesin 
going the length that the police of 
Seattle have gone; but it was, to say the 
least, eccentric. 

People still smile over a communica- 
tion that ^\^illett addressed to the secre- 
tary of Admiral Stevenson when that 
gallant otlicer was here commanding 
the Xorth American Bipiadron. In 
that communication, which by the 
way was written in three dill'erent 
kinds of ink, the man who is now under 
a commitment for insanity, asked that a 
British warship should be sent down to 
Seattle, or else the lives ol liritish sub- 
jects in that city would be in danger, 
pioceedeil j I le even went so far as to declare that if 
the niau-of-war did not immediately on 
receipt of the letter start for Seattle, the 
morning papers would contain tho sor- 
rowful announcement of " Wiilctt's 
suicide.'' 

This unhappy person was, in a way, a 
remittance man. Ho used to get a cer- 
The I lain allowance through a bank here, and 
that institution was in the habit of 
charging him tho usual small coniniis 
sions for cashing his drafts. One day i 
friend here obtained a letter from 
Willett asking him to sue the 
bank for the return of all tliose 
commiesions. His eccentricities did not 
end here. He desired another man to 
give him $1,500 in order to take him 
home to Kngland, whore he claimed 
he was heir to $150,000 worth of 
property. Ifo was jjrepared to divide 
this up with the gentleman ir 
ipieBlion if ho would lend him the ifli.'iOO 
Needless to say he did not get that 
aniount. 'Willett'a present incarccra 
tion seems to have been caused by his 
vvilil sayings as to certain property in 
Kngland, but the value has increased 
from .'f 150,000 to $500,000.

LETTERS BY BIRD. 

Pigeoni; to Be Used for Communication 
With Alaska. 

The long delay experienced in receiv- 
ing news from or transmitting it to 
Alaska lias been a serious drawback to 
that country which bids fair to he, in a 
slight degree, mitigated by the estab- 
lishment of a carrier pigeon service frotn 
Douglas island to Puget Sound, The 
Juneau Mining Record gives the follow- 
ing account of stops already taken in 
this direction : 

" Supt. Duncan, of the Alaska Tread- 
well Gold Alining Co., has secured sev- 
eral homing birds from a famous Oak- 
land loft, two of tliem having gained 
splendid service records, and a largo and 
commodius loft has been built at Tread- 
well for their accommodation, where they 
are now domicled. The iPacific^Ooast 
Steamship Company has offered to 
transport the birds to hnd from tho 
Sound and the work ot training will bo 
begun as soon as arrangements for their 
care and housing can lie perfected at the 
southern terminal of the route, vfhich 
will probably bo established at Port 
Townsend. 'The flight is a very long 
one, the distance by the steamer route 
being 823 miles, but it is not without 
precedent in homing records, and there 
la no -doubt that careful training and 
handling will result in an efficient ser- 
vice, though, of^ctiufse, ft considerable 
time will bo required to bring it to prac- 
tical perfection.
